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Cash  receipts  in  1950  were  below  those  in 
1949  for  each  month  during  the  first  half  of  the 
year,  but  since  then  they  have  been  either  high- 


er or  about  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.  The  first 
11  months  combined  show  a  decrease  of  only  2 
percent  from  the  same  period  in  1949.

Total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in.  Novemter  are  now  estimated  at 
3.3  'billion  dollars,  3  percent  less  than  the  revised  estimate  for  October  hut  l^- 
percent  more  than  receipts  in  Novemher  a  year  ago.    The  total  volume  of  products 
sold  hy  farmers  in  Fovemher  was  ahout  I3  percent  smaller  than  in  the  previous 
month  and  a  little  below  last  year's  volume.    Prices  averaged  3  percent  higher 
than  in  October  and  lb  percent  above  those  of  November  19^9' 

Farmers  received  l.b  billion  dollars  from  November  sales  of  livestock  and 
livestock  products,  U  percent  more  than  in  October,  mostly  because  of  larger  mar- 
ketings, and  IS  percent  more  than  a  year  ago  because  of  slightly  larger  sales  at 
higher  average  prices.    G-ains  in  receipts  from  meat  animals  are  estimated  at  U 
percent  compared  with  October,  as  a  result  of  increased  sales  of  hogs;  and  2S  per- 
cent compared  with  last  November,  mainly  because  of  higher  average  prices.  Re- 
ceipts from  dairy  products  declined  g  percent  from  October  because  of  a  seasonal 
drop  in  milk  production,  but  they  were  about  the  same  as  last  year.    Poultry  and 
eggs  J  however,  totaled  about  20  percent  above  October,  with  prices  averaging  k  per- 
cent higher  and  sales  of  turkeys  showing  a  large  seasonsil  rise.    Compared  with 
last  November,  receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  were  up  6  percent,  as  larger  market- 
ings more  than  offset  slightly  lower  average  prices. 

Crop  receipts  in  November,  estimated  at  1.7  billion  dollars,  were  about  I7 
percent  below  those  of  the  previous  month  because  of  a  seasonal  decline  in  market- 
ings.   Decided  declines  occurred  in  receipts  from  wheat,  tobacco,  and  soybeans. 
On  the  other  hand,  receipts  from  corn  rose  sharply  above  the  October  level,  re- 
flecting a  seasonal  increase  in  marketings.    Total  cash  receipts  from  crops  were 
about  10  percent  larger  than  a  year  ago,  hovrever,  as  increases  for  wheat,  corn,  cot- 
ton, soybeans,  and  some  fruits,  more  than  offset  a  decline  in  receipts  from  vegetable

Farmers  received  25-3  billion  dollars  from  marketings  during  the  first  11 
months  of  1950.  only  1  percent  less  than  receipts  in  the  corresponding  period  of 
I9U9.    Sales  volume  was  smaller  than  last  year,  but  prices  averaged  slightly  higher. 
Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  were  1^.3  billion  dollars,  much  the  same  as  in 
the  first  11  months  of  19^3'    Receipts  from  meat  animals  were  up  6  percent  because 
of  higher  prices.    But  receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  were  down  I3  percent  as  lower 
prices  more  than  offset  larger  marketings.    Dairy  receipts  v;ere  nearly  the  same  as 
last  year. 

Total  crop  receipts  in  the  first  11  months  were  11.0  billion  dollars — down 
h  percent.    Although  crop  prices  averaged  slightly  higher  than  last  year,  market- 
ings vera  lower.    Receipts  from  wheat,  corn,  cotton,  and  vegetables,  were  espec- 
ially low  compared  with  the  first  11  months  of  19^9*    Marketings  of  wheat,  corn, 
and  cotton,  dropped  sharply  because  of  smaller  1950  crops;  and  the  decline  in  mar- 
ketings more  than  offset  the  higher  average  prices.    Marketings  of  vegetables  were 
maintained  near  their  19^9  level,  but  prices  of  vegetables  averaged  considerably 
lov/er.    On  the  other  hand,  receipts  from  tobacco  and  fruits  were  well  above  last 
year.     In  the  case  of  tobacco,  the  gain  in  cash  receipts  was  due  to  larger  market- 
ings, but  the  increase  in  receipts  from  fruits  resulted  frrm  higher  average  prices.
